PON this head the Author ſays, © Pit. 


„ truſt all thoſe who decry human 


* reaſon, and who require you to abandon 
eit wherever religion is concerned.“ I an- 
ſwer; No judicious perſon requires reaſon 


to be abandoned, but only to be kept in its 


proper ſphere; which 1 is quite another thing.

I would be as great an advocate for reaſon 
as the Appeal, when ſubordinated, as it 


ought to be, to its ſuperior light, The Spirit 
of God: but when ſubſtituted in its place, 


it is as unreaſonable and abſurd, as prefer- 


ring the moon to the ſun, from which it re- 


ceives its inferior light, and is only a reflection 


of the ſame. Do ] vilify the moon, becauſe 


I ſay the ſun is a ſuperior outward light? 
Do] vilify human reaſon, becauſe I ſay the 


Spirit of Chriſt is a ſuperior inward light? 


It is an unjuſt inference, that ſuch vilify and 


abandon human reaſon, becauſe they plead. 


for the neceſſity of being led and guided by 
the Spirit of Chriſt. . So far from it, they 


are its greateſt friends, who are careful to 


_ Preſerve it in its place. Only let this be 


done, and I would join with the Appeal to 
acknowledge it to be both a good gift and a 


Again; In man there are three different 


modes of perception. Senſe, Reaſon, and the 


Spirit. By his Senſes, he may judge of 


ſounds, odours, flavours, &c. By his Rea- 


ſon, he may judge of all that comes within 
the ſphere of the natural intellect, above the 


reach of the bodily ſenſes. Laſtly, By the Spi- 
rit alone, he judges of ſpiritual things, which . 


is a higher principle than (though not contrary 
to) that of reaſon. Now, it is a great abuſe of 


theſe faculties to invert their order. If a 


man was to judge of the ſun's magnitude by 
his eye, he would be. apt to think it no big- 
ger than a round table. Reaſon, by pro- 
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per compariſons, corrects the error of ſenſe, 


and informs him better. If a man judges of 
ſpiritual things only by his reaſon, they will 
appear fooliſnneſs to him (and, like Nicode- 
mus, when Chriſt preached to him the 

ſpiritual birth) will ſay, © How can theſe 


things be?” But, on the other hand, 


when a man is wiſe enough to ſubmit to the | 
Spirit of Chriſt, with its clear irradiations 


and manifeitations, then he happily experi- 
ences, that the things of the ſpirit are as 


truly diſcerned by the {pirit, as the objects of 
ſenſe and reaſon, are by thoſe their IIs 


faculties. 


But, in order to put this matter out of 


all diſpute, Iwill refer you, my Readers, to 
what the apoſtle Paul faith on this head, and 


then judge, whether he, or the Appeal, ar- 
gues the moſt wiſely. In the 2d chapter of 
His firſt epiſtle to the Corinthians, verſe 11 and 


12, are theſe remarkable words, For what 


* man knoweth the things of a man, fave 


« the ſpirit of man, which is in him? Even 


e fo, the things of God knoweth no man, 


« but the Spirit of God”. Some will im- 


mediately ſay, upon reading theſe words, 
that it is plain then, man cannot know the 
things of God at 1 To which I anſwer; 

It is plain from the text, he cannot know 


theſe things by his own natural ſpirit; but 


that he may know them by the Spirit of 
| God, I deſire no other proof than the next 
| vere viz. Now we have received not the 
< ſpirit of the world, but the e which 
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* is of God, that we might know,” (ob- 
ſerve it, Reader | © that we might know) the 
c things which are freely given to us of 
« God.” Now, my beloved Chriſtian Bre- 
thren, judge yourſelves, whether Reaſon, or 
the Spirit, is the propereſt faculty to diſcern 
ſpiritual things. Our Saviour faith, God is 
<< a Spirit, and he ſeeketh ſuch to worſhip him 
who worſhip him in Spirit and in Truth.” 
To this end, he gives his Holy Spirit to 
them that ſeek it, that we may be enabled 
ſo to do. Now, the Author of the Appeal 
ſets up human reaſon, as a ſufficient light in 
our moſt holy religion. Chriſt, and his 
apoſtles, upon every occaſion, refer us to 
the Spirit of God, to lead us, and guide us 
into all truth. Which authority is the beſt 
to adhere unto, let the impartial Reader judge. 


H. Of the Power of Man to do the Will 
FE gn + 


FN anfwer to what the Appeal has ſaid on 
this head; I agree with him, touching. 
the many exhortations found in ſcripture, 
calling ſinners to turn, and repent, &c.— 
but then, what I farther inſiſt upon is this; 
 —that a ſinner cannot truly turn to God, 
but as he doth it by Chriſt, who is the way. 
„No man (faith Chriſt) cometh unto the 
Father but by me.” John xiv. 6. What 
words can be more expreſs? Again; he 
faith, © I am the vine, ye are the branches; 
he that abideth in me, and I in him, the 
| _ &« {ame 


« fame dringend fi forth much fruit; for with- | 
* out me, ye can do nothing. As the 
* branch cannot bring forth fruit except it 
c abide in the vine; no more can ye, except 

* ye abide in me.” John xv. 4, 5. Now, 
Heller, judge thyſelf, by what power it is 
we are made capable to produce good fruit ! 
Is there no meaning, thinkeſt thou, in theſe 
_ emphatical ſayings of our Saviour? Let us, 
therefore, adore the goodnels of God, that 
whilſt we are poor impotent creatures in 
_ ourſelves, he hath laid help upon one who 
is mighty; and who will, in no wile, caſt 
out thoſe that come unto him. But I de- 
| fire to enlarge further on this important 
Point. 
Our Saviour compares the kingdom of 
heaven to a little leaven, hid in three mea- 
ſures of meal, which, by degrees, leavens 
the whole lump ;—now the leaven in man's 
_ foul, body, and ſpirit (which are three mea- 
ſures) is Chriſt, the Eternal Wokp, who alone 
ſanctifies, or leavens the whole man, with 
true righteouſneſs. And to ſuppoſe that 
man, by his own power, may make him- 
ſelf righteous, without Chriſt dwelling in 

him, is as abſurd as to ſay, that bread can 
leaven itſelf without any leaven put into it; 
or, that the branch may bear fruit E 
from the tree. 

From what hath been ſaid, we may moſt 
certainly conclude, rhat the only way of 
true converſion is, to come to Chrift; that 
i, in other words, to fink down, and turn 


by 
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by faith unto him, who is the indwelling 
Word of life and ſalvation, ſown in every 
man's heart; which, as RE is attended to and 
obeyed, redeems from the world and its luſts, 
and leavens the whole man with true righte- 
ouſneſs: and all other righteouſneſſes, that 
are not derived from this root, are nothing 
but filthy rags. The apoſtle Paul, ſpeaking 
to the Corinthian converts, ſaith, Le are 
* waſhed, ye are ſanctified, ye are juſtified, 
in the name of the Lord Jeſus, and by 
« the Spirit of our God. 1 Cor. vi. 11. 
Now, my Brethren, obſerve theſe words; 
Paul does not ſay, they were either waſhed, 


ſanctified or juſtified by any power of their 


own, but in the name, or by the virtue of 


Jeſus, and the Spirit of God. If the author 


of the Appeal chuſes to depend upon his 
own natural power to do the will of God, 
may we, my Brethren, only depend upon 
the name of Jeſus, and the Spirit of our 
God. VT 
Loet us remember, that when the apoſtle 
ſtrove by his own power to ceaſe from fin, 
and to keep the commands of God, what 
was the conſequence ? Let his own pathe- 
tic words declare, © For I know, (faith 
he) that in me (that is, in my fleſh), dwel- 
_ © leth no good thing: for to will is preſent 
With me, but how to perform that which 
is good I know not. For the good that 
* I would, I do not, but the evil which 1 
- * would not, that I do. I find then a law, 
* that when I would do good, evil is pre- 


. ent 
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„ 
“ ſent with me. For I delight in the law 
of God after the inward man; but I ſee 
another law in my members warring, 
* againſt the law of my mind, bringing me 
« jnto captivity to the law of fin, which is 
„ in my members.” Obſerve, Reader! that 
fin proved too hard for him ;—yes, ſo hard. 
that in the next verſe he cries out; O 
« wretched man that I am, who ſhall deli- 
ver me from the body of this death?“ 
Rom. vii. 19, Kc. Here-is a ftrikeing pic- 
ture of man's power! But is there no power 
to deliver from this captivity? Ves! bleſſed 
be God: the apoſtle goes on, and faith; I 
* thank God, thro' Jeſus Chriſt our Lord; a 
and in the ſecond verſe of the next chapter, 
he ſays; The law of the Spirit of Life in 
« Chriſt Jeſus, hath made me free from the 
„ Jaw of fin and death.” And whoever at- 
tain to the knowledge of themſelves, will ex- 
perimentally find, no other power can ever 
make them free. If the Son (faith Chriſt) 
make yon free, ye ſhall be free indeed.“ 
But, without him, man is a ſlave to fin, let 


him think or ſay what he will. 


I will cloſe this point by aſking the Ap- 

pealer and his Readers a queſtion or two. 
Can you, by your own power, love God 
with all your hearts, and your neighbour as 
yourſelves ? Can you love your enemies un- 


feignedly? Can you renounce and die to all 


evil luſts and affections, and forſake houſe 
and land, father, mother, brethren, ſiſters, 
huſband, wife, and your own lives alſo, if 

| required 
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required of you, for Chriſt's fake? If you 
can do all this perfectly, without flaw, then 
fay, It is enthuſiaſm to look for Chriſt's Spirit 
to enable us to do it, and that man has a 
natural power to do the will of God. But I 
believe you muſt here ſhrink, and ſay, We 
cannot do theſe things of ourſelves, If this 
is your confeſſion, then, my Brethren and 
Fellow Mortals, join with me to ſet the 
crown of glory on the head of Chriſt, which 
is the right place; and cry out, with me, 
O LorD! THINE Is THE KINGDOM, AND THE 
POWER, AND THE GLORY. Amen. 


III. Of Original Sin. 


HE Appeal begins this head thus, 
viz. © As a foundation for this ſtrange 
e dottrine of the utter inability of men to 
do what God requires of them, &c. it is 

* ſaid our firſt parent Adam was the repre- 
“ ſentative of all his poſterity, &c. and that 
when he ſinned, &c. by this one offence, 
Adam and all his poſterity loſt all power 
* of doing any thing acceptable to God,” 
&c. To this I anſwer: It is an unde- 
niable truth, that we are all the corrupted 
offspring of a corrupted root; and Paul 
ſaith, that © We are, by nature, children 
© of wrath even as others.” Eph. ji. 3. 
Certainly we all have, and feel a depraved 
nature. Hence the neceſſity of Chrilt. 
Here appears the love of God to man, in 
giving his Son to be a propitiation for our 
. | ſins, 


„ 
fins, that we might live throu h him;—that 

whoſoever believeth in him, ould nat pe- 
riſh, but obtain eternal life ; and through this 
precious faith, experience Chriſt in them, 
that powerful principle, which ſhould over- 
come Satan and all evil, and bring them into 
the fruition of the kingdom of God, which 
is righteouſneſs, peace, and Joy in the Holy 
Ghoſt. As by one man's diſobedience. 
- (faith Paul) © many were made ſinners, fo 
« by the obedience of one ſhall many be 
„ made righteous.” Romans v. 19.—and, 
„ As in Adam, all die, even ſo, in Chriſt 
„ ſhall all be made alive. 1 Cor. XV. 22. 
This equally relates to the death of fin, and 
life of righteouſneſs, as well as the outward 
bodily death and life. 

Surely, my Brethren, when we coolly re- 
flect upon the goſpel diſpenſation, as decla- 
red in the Scriptures of Truth, we muſt ac- 
knowledge, that there is no other name, or 
power under heaven, whereby we can be 

ſaved, but the name and power of Jeſus. 

To imagine, that a man, by any power of 

his own, can raiſe himſelf from that death of 
tteſpaſſes and ſins, which the ſcriptures de- 
clare we are all fallen into, is juſt as abſurd, 
as to ſuppoſe, he can raiſe his own dead 
body, when the breath is departed from it. 
In every ſenſe of the word, Chriſt is alone 
the reſurrection, and the life. To him, then, 
be the praiſe and the glory, who is worthy 
of the lame, for ever and « ever. Amen. 


IV. Of 
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IV. Of Election and Reprobation. 


A S to what the Appeal ſays on this head; 
I heartily agree with him, that it is 


| Inconſiſtent with the revealed will and good- 
| neſs of God, to ſuppoſe any man is reproba- 


ted, but through his own rejection of good, 
and obſtinacy in evil. Which rejection of 
good, and obſtinacy in evil, under the golpel 
diſpenſation, either conſiſts in receiving or 
rejecting Chriſt, who is given as a Saviour | 
for all, to all, and in all. He, as I ſaid 

before, is the Word of Life ſown in man, 
which, if believed in, redeems him from fin 


and death, and is the Woman's Seed, which 


will moſt ſurely bruize or cruſh the Ser- 
pent's head, in every perſon, that holds out 
by faith and patience to the end, according 
to the i of God made in the begin- 


ning. Whether the matter relates to the 


guilt, or to the power of ſin, Chriſt alone is 


the Saviour from both. He, alone, is 
* made unto us wiſdom, and righteouſneſs, 
'6: and ſanctification, and redemption ; that, 
according as it is written, he that glorieth, 
let him glory in the Lord.“ 1 Cor. i. 30, 


31. All are elected, that believe in Chriſt; 
all are rejected, that diſbelieve i in him. If 


ye believe not that I am he,” faith Chriſt 
to the Jews, © ye ſhall die in your ſins.” 


Oh! my Brethren, would you make your 

calling and election ſure | then look to it, 

nat 1.175 aan Chriſt your beginning, middle, 
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and end for he is the elect, precious; and 
no fruit but what we produce by living in 
him, and he in us, will ever be accepted of 
God;—for our perſons, and works, are both 
only acceptable in the beloved Son of God. 
Bleſſed are all they, that are not offended in 
him. 


v. of the Divinity of Chr: iP. 


TPON this head, the Appeal has pro- 
duced many texts to prove, that Chriſt 
18 really a man and inferior to God. Touch- 
ing his humanity, what judicious Chriſtian 
will deny it? But, on the other hand, are 
there not as many ſcriptures which prove, 
alſo, that he is God as well as man? If this 
is doubted, we will impartially examine, 
and bring it to the trial. —Reader, be cool 
and 1mpartial—it is thy intereſt ſo to be. 
Firſt, then, it is certain, there is but one 
God; there are not three gods, but one 
God. As to the common term—three per- 
ſons in one God, it is unſcriptural and un- 
warrantable.— But then, at the ſame time, 
let us take care we do not miſtake as much 
on the other ſide for the apoſtle John faith, 
< There are three that bear record in hea- 
<« ven; the Father, the Word, and the 
Spirit; and theſe three are one.“ —One, 
what? I anſwer; One God. ——Iln the ſame 
manner there are three that bear record in 
man; the Spirit, the Soul, and the Body; 
and thele three make but one man, Now,

Reader, if thou denieſt this myſtery of God, 

becauſe above thy comprehenſion, then deny 
that man has no ſpirit, ſoul or body, becauſe 
this is as much above thy comprehenſion 
as the other.—But the Scriptures declare 
both; and the Spirit witneſſes allo to both, 

in ſuch who give themſelves up tò its holy 


guidance and dominion; nor are either con- 


trary to reaſon, though above it. Now, 


having proved the unity and myſtery of God, 


I ſhall proceed to prove, that Chriſt is not 
only man, but allo true and very God. 
The apoſtle John begins his goſpel thus: 


* In the beginning was the Word, and the 


« * Word was with God, and the Word was 
* God,” Again he faith, „The Word was 


“ made fleſh, and dwelt amongſt us.” 
Hence, Brethren, it is clear from ſcripture 


teſtimony, that God and man are, in the 


perſon of Chriſt, united. The divine and 


the human nature ſo united, conſtitute that 


wonderful name, IuMANUEL, or God with, 
or in us. The prophetical view of this 
cauſed thoſe words of Iſaiah, chapter ix. 6. 
Unto us a child is born, a ſon is given, 
and the government ſhall be upon his 


% ſhoulder: and his name ſhall be called 
* Wonderful, Councellor, The mighty God, 


e e everlaſting Father, The Prince of 


45: peace,” Hence the apoſtle Paul, Phill. ii. 
faith, © He thought it no robbery to be

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God.“ Who bears the trueſt teſtimony, 
let the impartial Reader judge! | 


Secondly, I proceed to prove that Chriſt 
declares himſelf to be very God. Philip ſaid 
unto him, © Shew us the Father, and it ſut- 
5 ficeth. Jeſus ſaith unto him, Have I been 


* ſo long with you, and yet haſt thou not 
_ * known me, Philip? He that hath ſeen me 
*© hath ſeen the Father,” &c. John xiv. 8, 
9. He alſo told the Jews, that He and his 
Father were one; upon which, we read, 
they took up ſtones to ftone him, © becauſe,” * 
ſaid they, © thou, being a man, makeſt thy- 
e ſelf God.” John . 
Thirdly, I proceed to ſhew, that ſome 

actually worſhipped him as God, and that he 
accepted ſuch worſhip as God. The thief upon 
the croſs prayed to him, M Lord, remember 
me, when thou comeſt into thy kingdom,” 

Thomas worſhipped him, and ſaid, My Lord 


„ and my God; “ with many other ſuch in- 
ſtances, too tedious to particulariſe. Now, 
my Brethren, the only way to reconcile the 


ſeeming contradicting Scriptures, as where 

Chriſt is ſometimes ſpoken of as man, other- 
whiles as God; and where he allo fo differently 

ſpeaks of himſelf; is always to bear in mind 
that, as occaſion required, ſometimes he ſpeaks 


of himſelf as man, but not to deny his Deity: 


ſometimes he ſpeaks of his Godhead, but 
not to deny his humanity,—As man he is 
inferior to God; as the Eternal Word, he 
thinks it no robbery to be equal with God, 
though the Jews ſtoned him for it, and the 


Ap pealer 
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Appealer calls it impious ſo to do. Dearly 
beloved Readers, take but this key with you, 
and you will not ſtumble in reading the 
Scriptures, which ſpeak of Chriſt ſo differ- 
ently, and yet ſo harmoniouſſy. So much 
for this point. 


VI. Of aTonNEMENT for Sin by the

To this queſtion I aniwer; By quoting the 
whole verſe, from which he mutilates, what 
ſufficiently anſwers a thouſand ſuch queſtions, 
The whole verſe runs thus: © Being juſti- 


<« fied freely by his grace, through, the re- 
* demption which is in Jeſus Chriſt.“ Why 
does the Appeal leave out theſe words? 
Does the redemption which is in, and thro? 


the Blood and Spirit of Jeſus Chriſt, diſ- 


pleaſe him? Let him anſwer. Now, Reader, 


obſerve, that in this verſe, the grace of God 
_. richly appears, in that he gave his Son to, 
be our Redeemer. Grace is the cauſe: Re- 


demption is the effect. Do I deny the caule, 


becauſe I aſſert the effect? Nay, I citabliſh.

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it. Chriſt's death and ſufferings were not 
to render God gracious to man; but they 


were glorious conſequences Te his Grace to 
man. For, faith John, Hereby perceive 


 «. ye the love of God, becauſe he laid down | 


* his life for us,” &c. Say, Reader, is 


there no way to defend the free grace of 


God, but by denying that very effect flow- 
Ing therefrom, at which the very angels are 
aſtoniſhed ? I mean, the atonement and re- 


demption of Chriſt, 


The Appeal endeavours fancher to ſhew, 


that Chriſt's ſacrifice was not real, but only figu- 
rative, uling the following expreſſion, « Nor 


are we obliged to ſuppoſe that Chriſt was a 
« real ſacrifice.” Defending ſo unſcriptural 
a laying by obſerving, that we are required 
to offer the ſacrifice of praiſe, &c. which, 


| fays he, is only figurative. But I ſay, praiſe, 


aſcending to God, from a real grateful heart, 


„ „ & 160} ſacrifice of praiſe. A hypocrite's 


My God, my God, why haſt thou for- 
© faken. me,” ſaid Chriſt upon the croſs. 


praiſe is a figurative, a ſhadowy ſacrifice : but 
a ſincere chriſtian's praiſe is real and true. So 
Chriſt really and truly was a ſacrifice for ſin. 
The blood of bulls and goats were, indeed, 


figurative. ſacrifices only; but Chriſt's ſa- 


crifice was real and efficacious in every ſenſe. 


Reader, judge whether it was ſo or no, by 


the following Scriptures : © He was wounded 
« for our tranſgreſſions, he was bruiſed for 
our iniquitics. God ſpared not his own 
„ Son, but delivered him up for us all.— 


« Chriit, 


0 [ 
6 Chriſt, our paſſaver, is ſacrificed for us,” 
_ faith Paul. Again; he faith, © He was 
« made a curſe for us, to redeem us from 


the curſe of the law. He bore our fins 
e in his own body on the tree,” ſaith Peter, 


and by his ſtripes we are healed.” Sheets 
of paper might be filled, with the like quo- 
tations. Now, my Chriſtian Brethren, are 
| theſe proofs of figures only? Are they not 
all teſtimonies, that Chriſt was a real ſacri- 
fice for ſin; by which we have acceſs to a 
God of love, even in our own hearts, thro? 


faith in him, © who was delivered for our 


« offences, and was raiſed again for our juſ- 
* rification”; and who is worthy of praiſe 
and glory for evermore.
